(5,566,251) does not teach the position coordinates are directly determined on the basis of the zoom factor and the space vector provided 
by the computer unit itself. Examiner respectfully disagrees. In reference to Fig. 5., it may be desireable to replace physical 3-D moving 
automobile (224) in background scene (204A) with the pattern of truck (226) from a foreground scene (204B) in output scene (218). One 
way of doing so is to obtain a set of images of the truck recorded from different view-points [col.
